School Board Approves Proj- 
ect Started Last Year 
by U. of P. 



SCHOOL GIVEN A PIANO 



There will be a summer school 
in the borough again this year. 
This decision was reached at the 
January meeting of the Narberth 
School Board at which all the 
members were present. 

This summer session, conduct- 
ed under the auspices of the 
School of Education of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, proved 
so successful last year, that it was 
unanimously agreed to continue 
the extra session. The school, 
which is run with no expense to 
the Narberth school district, will 
include grades five to eight with a 
possibility of a fourth grade being 
added. It enabled students to 
make up deficiencies as well as to 
gain in their standings. 

The board will continue to 
work in co-operation with the Art 
Alliance of Philadelphia, which 
provides a series of pictures and 
paintings loaned to the schools at 
a yearly cost of $10 to the school 
district. This will be the third 
year this service has been in op- 
eration in the local schools, Nar- 
berth being one of the first school 
■ districts to avail itself of this 
service. 

The board accepted with thanks 
the gift of a piano for the school, 
the donor being Mrs. Charles G. 
Palmer, of Homewood avenue. It 
will be used in the first grades of 
the public school. 

In accordance with the usual 
custom, the Narberth public 
schools will be closed on Febru- 
ary 22, Washington's birthday. 
The dates for the Easter vacation 
were also announced. The schools 
will close on Wednesday, March 
27, at the finish of classes and re- 
open Tuesday morning, April 2. 

Announcement was also made 
that children who will become 
five years of age by June 1, 1929, 
may be enrolled in the kinder- 
garten for the current year. This 
lowering of the age requirement 
by several months is made possi- 
ble through the present small 
enrollment.

Mr. Frazer is thoroughly con- 
versant with his subject being a 
director of the Prison Welfare 
Society and spending most of his 
time in giving help to prisoners 
while confined and especially in 
placing men when released in 
positions where they may be- 
come good citizens again and fit 
into their place in society.

That two of the objects worked 
for by the .Montgomery County 
Federation of Women's Clubs had 
been accomplished was pointed out 
by the chairman of the meeting, 
Mrs. E. C. Town ; namely, ioo per 
cent, voting registration among club- 
women, and the signing of the Kel- 
logg multi-lateral treaty. 

Mrs. Peebles, who is chairman of' 
trite Welfare BoanToTthe Southeast- 
ern district of Pennsylvania, aston- 
ished her hearers by announcing 
that Pennsylvania stands 38th in 
rank in regard to the adequacy of its 
child labor laws. "The reforms 
needed," the speaker said, "are 1. 
double compensation ; 2. eight-hour 
day and 48-hour week for children 
under 16; 3, 45-niinute lunch period 
for boys and girls ; 4, no night vvorl. 
or work before 7 A. M. ; 5. provision 
for the migrator)' child. 

"One of the evils," Mrs. Peebles 
pointed out. "is that Pennsylvania 
has no control over Philadelphia 
children who work in New Jersey 
where the laws are exceedingly lax 
and not well enforced. A total of 
1920 children started school there 
last fall, chcifly Italian children of 
Philadelphia, 38 per cent, of whom 
were under 10 years of age and 95 
per cent, of whom were working in 
either New Jersey fields or in sweat 
shops." 

Mrs. Moorehouse, secretary of 
the Southeastern Pensylvania Birth 
Control Federation, was introduced 
by Mrs. F. T. Van Auken. "Today, 
Mrs. Moorehouse said, "there is no 
adequate statute covering birth con-

Newspapers Topic at 

Rotary Club Meeting 

The growth of the publishing 
business in the United States and a 
description of newspaper production 
methods formed the topic at the 
weekly luncheon of the Bala-Cyn- 
wyd-Narberth Rotary Club Tues- 
day. Philip A. Livingston, publish- 
er of a chain of suburban weeklies, 
was the speaker. 

Mr. Livingston showed the 
growth in number of periodicals 
from a handful in 1790 to more 
than 25.000 today, divided among 
publication issues daily, weekly, 
monthly and at various intervals 
under a dozen different systems. 
The talk, entitled "The Fourth Es- 
tate" was restricted to dailies and 
weeklies. 

In the daily field the speaker 
brought out the growth of chain 
publishing, as seen in the increase of 
actual chain ownership, and in the 
spread chain news gathering and 
writing. A description of the re- 
cently invented teletypsetter was 
given, together with the showing 
of a specimen of the punched tape 
used to set up the same news item 
simultaneously in offices in scattered 
parts of the country. 

The policy of his suburban papers 
was dwelt upon, with an explanation 
of the reasons for the inclusion or 
rejection of certain classes of news. 
A description of the actual produc- 
tion steps was also given.

Peters were several that were 
proposed by the Pennsylvania 
State Association of Township

Charles Seidel is . Legislative 
Chairman. One bill requires the 
treasurers of all counties, except 
first class counties, to pay the 
treasurers of the several boroughs, 
townships and cities within the 
county, one-fourth of the net 
amount received from the tax for 
county purposes imposed on per- 
sonal property. All sums payable 
to the treasurers of the townships, 
boroughs and cities under this act 
shall be in addition to any and all 
the sums required or authorized 
by law to be paid over to or ex- 
pended for the benefit of such 
townships, boroughs, etc. 

Complete revision of the Town- 
ship Code and the amendment of 
present assessment methods were 
also introduced.

Creation of three districts out 
of one in South Ardmore, and two 
out of one in Wynnewood, is 
sought by several groups of 
voters in order to improve on con- 
ditions at the polling places in the 
fall election this year. 

In a letter read by President 
Frank H. Sykes at the commis- 
sion meeting in Ardmore on 
January 16, President J. C. 
Salvas and Secretary A. F. fcnipe, 
of the Wynnewood Civic Associa- 
tion, stated "we wish to renew 
our application for another polling 
place in Wynnewood. We are 
perfectly satisfied with Andre I 
MacDonald, our commissioner, 
and we do not want an additional 
township representative ; but we 
want another polling place." It 
was pointed out that during the 
last election a long line of voters 
stood for a long time outside the 
one North Ardmore voting place; 
and that had there been bad wea- 
ther, iUness from exposure would 
have resulted. 

South Ardmore is so dissatis- 
fied with its one polling place that 
groups of residents are under- 
stood to be seeking three divisions 
of the district. Penn-Wynne and 
Overbrook-H i 1 1 s-In-Merion, the 
groups of new homes in the east 
portion of the district, want a dis- 
trict of their own set up to avoid 
traveling to South Ardmore each 
election time. 

The southern portion of the dis- 



trict and the northern part toward 
Lancaster pike are also said to be 
seeking a split with Argyle road 
as their dividing line. Interested 
in the developments are Commis- 
sioner William T. Abell, appoint- 
ed by the county courts at Norris- 
town to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Campbell Carr, and whose 
term expires this year ; and former 
Commissioner William Franken- 
field. 

Action on the proposed district 
splits will be taken by the Repub- 
lican party leaders some time be- 
fore the September primary is 
held ; but when, no one will at 
present say.

"SOMETHING ABOUT 
LOWER MERION" 

My knowledge of Lower Merion was 
chiefly learned upon a farm, my early 
home. You, my friends, may be able 
to put your linger upon a certain yel- 
low patch in one of John Levering's 
township maps, but if you were to 
drive along the Old Lancaster road to- 
day, the road now called in fashionable 
parlance Montgomery avenue, and try 
to locate that yellow patch upon the 
green earth, your attempt would be 
vain. The landmarks of my ancestral 
home have been so completely oblit- 
erated that you could probably find 
the ruins of ancient Troy far more 
readily than you could the old walls of 
this (piaint, stone Pennsylvania farm 
house. 

Do I not well remember the grand 
catalpa at the gate, the dense grove 
of towering trees, the tall ash, the 
stately poplar, the fragrant-blossomed 
wild cherry? Do 1 not well remember 
the wilderness of old-fashioned roses, 
of creamy snowballs, of odor-breathing 
lilacs? Do I not well remember the 
long, rambling stone mansion, with 
broad piazza, sloping roof and pictur- 
esque dormer windows? 

Now do not say lo yourselves, this 
writer is giving us personal history; we 
care only for matters of general his- 
toric interest. 1 may be unfortunate 
in my mode of stating the fact, none 
the less it is true that my ancestral 
home is, or was, or ought to be, a 
locality of historic interest to the peo- 
ple of Lower Merion at least. I speak 
of the plants, small and great, which 
adorned a certain spot of ground in 
Lower Merion because so many of 
them were planted by a man who was 
in advance of his time, in his intense 
interest in horticulture and abroicul- 
ture; so that one of the first historic 
facts relating to the township which I 
ever learned, was that Edward Harvey, 
a lineal descendent of Fitz Herve, one 
ot the Xorman companions of William 
the Conqueror, descended also from 
box's earliest noble converts to Quak- 
erism; Edward Harvey, a finished gen- 
tleman and scholar, unjustly deprived 
of his rightful inheritance in Ireland, 
and seeking to adorn his new home in 
the Quaker State of Pennsylvania, was 
the first to introduce into Lower Me- 
rion the ailanthus tree. Smile if you 
will; call this anti-climax; but have you 



never heard that he who makes two 
blades of grass grow where one grew 
before may be called a benefactor to 
humanity? In those days the ailanthus 
was prized as the rare tree from "Para- 
dise," the far-famed "Tree of Heaven." 
He who sought to give to his beloved 
home of his adoption a precious plant, 
never lived to discover his mistake; 
and if he cultivated the ill-scented ail- 
anthus, he also strove to nurture the 
fig and rose. 

And why did I speak of the low, 
many-windowed stone mansion whose 
odd nooks and corners, whose carved 
mantel-piece and bull's-eye window- 
pane in the dining room, whose black 
"cubby-hole" in the garret moved my 
childish admiration? Was it because 
the latest wing was erected in 17G2, or 
because the oldest portion was older 
than any date could tell, or because 
later neighbors remember when all the 
beauty of the house was spoiled by 
attempted modern improvements? Or 
because the rooms were furnished with 
shabby, faded Brussels carpets, and 
ugly, "big-patterned ingrains, relicts of 
a past time of grandeur, when common 
folks had to put up with rag floor 
coverings and with a stiff hair sofa and 
tall sideboard, carved, solid, mahogany 
bedsteads and tables, and other quaint 
pieces which we degenerate younger 
ones thought decidedly out of date, and 
despised accordingly; or because cer- 
tain cedar chests held mysterious boxes 
which we never expected to see opened, 
but which we have since learned con- 
tained old minatures, bits of rare lace, 
and precious pieces of silver engraved 
with the family crest, a leopard grasp- 
ing a shamrock in its extended paw? 
Oh, no! But because my dear old 
home, as I remember it, represents bet- 
ter than any other example of which I 
know the very ideal of a Pennsylvania 
mansion of times past — of a time ex- 
tending from the days of Penn him- 
self to the last decade. I, as you see 
me, am yet a young woman, but I 
have lived to witness a tremendous 
upheaval. Lower Merion but repeats 
the history of the world at large; my 
grandfather's farm. Lilac Grove, re- 
peats the history of Lower Merion. 
Formerly, farm houses such as that in 
which he lived were to be found every- 
where throughout the whole district, 
but they will soon become so rare as 
to excite remark when seen. 

My grandfather's house, once con- 



sidered elegant, has since given place 
to a modern palace, a triumph of art 
and wealth j the trees and shrubs 
tended by his hand as a labor of love 
are replaced by the marvelous leaf and 
color creations of the landscape gard- 
ener. 

The era of grey stone mansions of 
ample proportions, built only for com- 
fort and hospitality, is passing away; 
the era of ginger-bread castles and 
crazy patch-work .palaces has come; 
and we, who inherit the traditions of 
old days, can only look on and won- 
der, if we do not precisely deplore. 
But whether for good or ill, humanity 
marches forward; for good we must 
have faith to believe, if we would not 
have the past, however, we love to 
dwell upon it, dwarf our future. Hu- 
manity is progressing in Lower Me- 
rion; it is rapidly solving all the old 
problems as to how man shall live 
hygicnically, virtuously, wisely and 
nobly. It is not without effort that I 
say it, but I, who represent the re- 
maining few in Lower Merion, stand- 
ing as it were between the past and 
the future looking lovingly, even tear- 
fully backward, and yet longingly, 
trustingly forward — I can say that God 
may have a use for a red-and-yellow 
palace, just as He had for a gray stone 
farm house. If, by removing the latter 
to make room for the former He saw 
lit to indicate one of the means by 
which humanity might go forward from 
a beautiful but still imperfect past to 
a far more beautiful, a glorious future 
— still will I say, God's will be done!

trol. Laws made between 1796 and 
1897 are obsolete and unenforced 
though they still remain on the 
books. Eastern State codes are full 
of such laws ; middle western States 
have fewer, while on the west coast 
the statutes are more nearly modern. 
In California, for instance, there is 
no restrictive legislation on the 
spread of information about birth 
control. New York has had a birth 
control league for 25 years. New 
York also has successful clinics as 
have Chicago, Denver and cities in 
California. 

"Many of the evils of overpopu 
lation, disease, limited education and 
financial distress may be ascribed," 
the speaker said, "to a lack of know- 
ledge of birth control among the 
working classes."
